A gallery with a large 
seating capacity will be constructed so 
that the entire mam floor will be clear 
for tbe apparatus with which the gym- 
nasium will be fitted This splendid 
addition to the University has not cost 
the State anything. The funds for its 
construction were mostly raised by the 
entertainments given last term, and 
the Faculty has assumed all responsi- 
bility ia building and fitting it up. and 
when finished it will be a part of the 
State property. In addition to the 
amount of funds on hand for the erec- 
tion, of tho gymnasium it is expected 
that a debt of about $3,000 will be in- 
curred to complete and equip the 
building, but the teachers and students 
have assumed tho entire risk. This is 
a matter for the public to consider and 
those feeling liberally inclined can as- 
sist tbe Faculty greatly in paying off 
the indebtedness. 
Subscriptions of 


even sm-tll amounts would be thank- 
fully received, and it is hoped that 
those who can afford it will add to the 
State's good name for liberality by con- 
tributing to the fund.
